House Complex on 07/26/06. The subject claimed she previously mailed letters to POTUS 
Bush, but became “bored” and wished to deliver the letters in person. The subject said she 
wanted to tell POTUS Bush his major threat was not in Iraq, but rather Venezuelan 
President Hugo Chavez, whom she believed was going to blow up the gas stations. The 
subject never claimed she was going to “blow up” any gas stations and never made any 
threat directed toward POTUS Bush. The subject claimed she was “anti-weapons” and 
“loved” POTUS Bush because he was a “happy baby” and “everyone” hated the United 
States. 

An interview of the subject's friend revealed the subject was depressed and wished to run 
for President. The friend also advised the subject told her she recently took a co-worker’s 
gun for “protection”. 

On 09/09/06, the subject was involuntarily committed by her sister for exhibiting 
aggressive psychotic behavior which included threatening to kill everyone and speaking 
negatively about the US Government.
